nal business brought belure us, we 
have been unabie to give the books in all 
the otfices as thorough an examination 
as we should have done had we more 
time, Sotar as we have examined, we 
have found the officers attentive and 
efficient and their books neatly and 
accurately kept. 
PUBLiC ROADS AND BRIDGES, 
We have been unable to make a per- 
sonal examination of the county roads 
and bridges, and have been compelled 
to rely upon information obtained jrom 
the ordisary and outside parties. ‘I'he 
roads genera:ly are in good condition, 
as are also’ the bridges which are up. 
We learn that two new bridges are in 
course of cO<struction, and, when fin- 
ished, our eounty wi'l be behind none 
in her public highways 
PUBLIC BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 
We have visited and examined thor- 
oughly the ‘county jail. We found it 
in a remarkably cleanly condition, 
which reflects great credit upon tnose 
who have ‘it in charge. The breach 
made by tae escaped pr’soners has 
been thoroughly repaired,and we deem 
it entirely safe for the custody of such 
prisoners as may be consigned there. 
In regard to the escape, we can only 
reiterate what our predecessors said in 
their report, namely: that no fault at- 


-taches to any of tre officers counected 


with the jail, so far as said breach is 
concerned, | 
The alms house is in good condition, 
having recently undergone all necessa- 
ry repairs. 
To best show i's workings, we refer 
you to the lest monthly report of its 
superintenden’, which fully gives facts 
and figures,a.4 shows a decrease of 
ten inmates during the month of Se>- 
tember. 
fhe recent improvements made 
upon the citv hal: haa placed it in good 
condition. We feel that we would be 
derelict in o duty did we fail to make 
mention of ihe splendid nnprovements 
made in the city hall square. The one 
yreat need of Atianta has been some 
suitabie aud pieasant place of resort for 
ber citizens trom the beat and dust of 
the city. The necessity is now sup-~ 
piied by the square, consisting of five 
acres on a location overlovkirg 
almost the entire city. Situated 
in the cifv’s centre, beautifully 
and tastefuily leid cut, carpeted 
with blue grass and shaded witha luxu- 
riant trees and evergreens —it consti- 
tutes both a‘delightiul and healthful 
resurt. We ielt constrained to men- 
tion this matter as it reflects great cred- 
it upon the ‘present manegement aud 
the city genefelly. 
We rezpecifuily recommend that a 
ni: ht watchman be employed to guard 
the city hall ard its premiser, said 
watchman to: be paid by the couniy 
and city jointly. We deem this a nea 
cessity for the reason that great dam- 
age might be prevented in case of fire 
both to the county and city records,and 
for the further reason that common de- 
cency demunds it, as knowledge has 
come to us that on account of there 
being no guard stationed there it has 
become a popular -resort tor vicious 
characters late at night. 

VAGRANTS, 
Persona! subse iption to public and 
yrivate enterprises is a practical and 
se ficial bestowal of charity, alike 
profitable to ‘the subscriber and the 
poor, who are: employed, and in our 
judgment is more likely to give sub 
stantial ane lasting relief to the unem- 
ployed than any public piace set apart 
by the county for the benefit of the 
class refeircd to. Idleness is the in- 
cipient step to crime. With nothing 
to do, our minds are apt to originate 
infamous plans and ideas, which cul- 
minate in criminal acts. When our 
people have an. opportnnity to engage 
in honest employment, and do not take 
advantage of such privilege,thev should 
be held toa rigid accountability ; and 
all laws in reference to vagrants should 
be promptly and effectually enforced, 
thus nipping ia the bud that which 
leads to greater. crime. 
We would by no means discourage 
laudable charity, but indiscriminate 
giving isnot charity. And we desire 
to earnestly Luotest against our citizens 
giving to that class known as street 
beggars.
